On Sunday Night lace, arriv’d 3 Mails from Hol- 
land: The Letters were given out Yefterday Mor- 
ning, and che fretheft are dated on Tuelday laft. 

From the Paris Gazette, daied March 20, 
Madrid, Match 3. 
HE King purfues his Journey with as 
much Expedition as is poifible, having 
for that Purpole taken no more Officers 
wih him than are neceffary to attend 
him. The Lords that accompany his 
Catholick M.jefty, are the Duke of Medina Sido- 
nia, the Counc of Benavente, the Duke of Gandia, 
the Marquis of Jamaica, the Duke of Offuna, Prince 
Tfeclacs, the Count of Aguilar, the Marquis of 
Laconi, the Count of Bannos, fome Minifters, and 
Don J {ph de Grimaldo as Secretary of the Dif- 
patches. Mott of the Catalonian Gentlemen that 


“quitted their Province fince the Revolt, follow 
“bis Majelty likewife. Before bis Departure, the 


King made Don Juan de Herrera great Chancellor of 
Milan: His Majefty likewife made the Marquis de 
la Monclova and the Duke de Popoli Grakdees ; 
and thac Honour is to dcfcend to their Heirs‘; the 
Margnis de Mcjorada a Gentleman 
Chamber ; Don Gafpar Giron a Majér-@Omo of fis 
Houfho!d ; and the Marquis de Palacios a Major- 
domo of the Queen's Houfhold. Don Antonio 
Yovannes de Butt.menre is nominated to officiate as 
Secre:ery of the Difparches ar this Court. We are 
inform’d by feveral Lerters from Catalonia, that the 
Confternarion was great in Barcelona, when the 
News came thither that che Duke of Noailles having 
advanc'd from Perpignan with a confiderable Body 
of Troops, had pcffef’d bimfeH of the important 
Poft of Bafcaca, after having defeated the Englith 
Troops and Caralonian Miliaa that had endeavour'd 
to ftop his march, and tha: he had reduc'd Toroella 
to the King’s Obedience, as alfo the reft of the Lam- 
pourdan, from rhe Pyrerees tothe River Ter. That 
the Enemy were much {urrriz‘d, to hear thata great 
Body of French Troops was coming to joyn the 
Marfhal de Theffe’s Army with a numerous Train of 
Arallery. That the Barcclonians complain’d of my 
Lord Peterborough's disfurnifhing their City of the 
Englith and Durch Troops, to march with Part of 
them to Valencia, havirg left but a very few with 
the Acchunke, and diftributed others into Lerida 
and Girone. The Catalunian Rebels, among others 
Don Miguel de Piuns Collonel of the Deputation 
of Caalonia, and Don Jayme de Cordelles Col- 
lonel of the City, bave us'd all poffible Efforts to 
raife 2 Regiments ; bar in 2 Months they have hard- 
ly levied 200 Men, the Miquelets who enly fe k ro 
plunder, refuficg on any Terms to engage themfelves 
to ferve in reguiac Troops. The King’s Forces have 
poffels'd themtelves of the Town of Benavarri, in 
which was one Grau, a Perfon hat ftiles himfelf the 
Arckdpke’s Pleniporentiary, and who narrowly e- 
{cap'd wih fome of bis Followers, having broken 
down the Bridge of the Noguera Ribagorzana. He 
afterwards abinden'd Te mp, whitber he had retir’d, 
having efcap’d the Fury of thf whom by ftrange 
Vexaiou. Ufage be bad provok’d, and who pil'ag’d 
his Howfe and kili'd his 2 Daughrers. Several Places 
Ol the Vigujere of Balaguer, have fince fubmitred 
without the leaft Refiflance, and 4 Companies are 
left in thar Biftrict, with other Troops, to guard the 

ridge of Montannana. Circular Letters are fent 
to divers Places of the County of Ribagorca, and 
to Venafque, to affure all thofe who will {ubmir, of 
the King’s Mercy, and take off the Impreffion the 


‘mations of an infinite Number of People. 


Enemy had made upon them, by making them be- 
lieve his Majefty had order'a there fhould no Quarter 

given them. The Experience of his Majefty's 
Ciemency which thofe of the Lampourdan that 
have fubmited have had, has begun not only to 
quiet Peoples Minds, but has induc’d them to offer to 
raife 60 Companies of Foot to ferve at their Expence. 
We have an Account, that above 50 Perfons of the 
beft Fafhion in Valencia, are come out of ix to retire 
into Caftile, and report that thcre were great Dif 
orders in that City, cccafiun’d by the Infolence of 
the foreign Soldiers, of whom fome had been kil:’d 
by the Inhabitants. They add, thac Baffer’s Secre- 
tary was put under Confinement for feverl Extorti- 
ons, and to make him give an Account of the Sums 
he had extorted. Letters from Arragon import, that 


the Marfhal de Theffe had caus‘d a Bridge to be 


made at Cafpe, and given order for another to be 
made at Mequinenza. It was reported in Arragon, 
that the Earl of Pererborough was come out of Va- 
lencia with 200 Horfe, with detign (‘twas believ'd) 
to return to Barcelona. Letters trom Murcia of the 
23d of February advife, that a Detachment of the 
Bithop of Murcia’s Army had totally defeated a Party 
of between 7 or 8co Rebels, mcft of whom were 
kill’d, and 114 taken Prifoners and fent to Cartage- 
na: That thofe few that efcap'd retir'd to the Hills, 
and that this Advantage had ben attended by the 
Submiffion of feveral Places, among ochers of Mox- 
ent a ftrong Town within 4 Leagues of Xativa, 
The Troops of Orihuela, being increas’d to 4000 
Men commanded by the Marquis de Rafal, were on 
the march to joyn thofe of the Bifhop of Murcia. 
The Inquifitor Toro has aifo drawn together 3009 
Foot and 500 Horfe, in order to joya them. Two 
Ships are arriv’d from Buenos Ayres at the Groyne, 
for the Account of the Company de I’ Affiento. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 27. 

Madrid, March 12. The King fetting our from 
hence the 23d of February at une in the Afcernvon 
with the Queen, they went together to Perales a 
League from hence, where they parted: And the 
King purfued his Journey in a Caleth, follow’d by 2 
Brigades of Life-Guards, and by feveral Officers. 
The 24th in the Evening he arriv’d at Ocanna; a 
well peopled Town, the Inbabitants of which re- 
ceiv’d him with great I!!uminations, Acclama ions of 
Joy, and all manner of Demonftrations cf Loyalty 
and Zeal. His Majefty was to have taken the Road 
to Tarancon, to enter Arragon by Tervel, bur it ap- 

ar’d more convenient to go by Dareca: So the 
Roles was chang'd, and the King having repafs’d 
the Tagus at Aranjuez, took up his Lodging at 
Chinchon, where he was receiv'd with hike Accla- 
The 26:h 
be lay at Loeches, and all along the Road, he found 
the Inhabiranrs of the adjacent Places thar cme to 
fee him paft, and to with him all manner «f Bicilings. 
The 27'h the Queen came ro fee the King, and 
after they had din’d together the return’d to Madrid, 
and ke proceeded to Alcala. The 28h he faw the 
Body cf San Diego, and afrer he had beard Mafs in 
the Charpel, he fer out for Guadalaxara, where he 
arriv’d Time enough in the Evening to rake the Lt 
verfion of Fowling in the Garden of rhe Palace. The 
rf of this Month he lay ar Torija, the 2d at Algora, 
the 3d at Alcolea, the 4'h ar Maranchon, the 5th at 
Tortuera. The 7th the King arriv’d at Darcea, the 
firft Town in Arragon ; be was to lye the 8th at 
Carinnena, the roth at Relchire, the 11th at Hijar, 
and the 12th at Cafpe, where the Marthal de Theffe, 


who was come thither with feveral Officers co “— 
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ig Majefty, had prepar’d all things for his Recepti- 
he out af Caftile, the Bifhop of 
Siguenza brought him a confiderable Free Gift to- 
wards the Charge of the War. The Archbithop of 
Saragoffa has publith’d a Paftoral Letter,addrefs'd to 
all the Ecclefiafticks and Layicks of his Diocefs, in 
which he Orders publick Prayers to be made for the 
King and for the happy Succefs of his Arms, exhort- 
“Ing at the fame Time all his Diocefans to endeavour 
to appeafe the Wrath of God, who for the Punifh-

accuftom the People to a Contempt of the Catholick 
Religion, that afterwards they might fpread their 
Herefv. He likewife Orders all Confeffors to exa- 
- gine cheir Penitents touching the Loyalty they owe 
‘their lawful Soveraign, to lay before them the in- 
 difpenfible Obligation they are under, of keeping re- 
 ligioufly the Oath they have taken to King Philip Vs 
and to refufe Abfolution to fuch as they fhall find of 
a contrary Opinion. We have Advice from the 
Camp near Valencia, that the Count de las Torses 
“had fent a Derachment to burn and plunder Pedra- 
“Jua, into which the Rebels had put fome Troops, 
which was executed without Refiftance. The Re- 
rt thar was {pread of the Earl of Pererborough’s 
march'd out of Valencia is not confirm’d, on 
the contrary ‘tis advis’d he is ftill there with the 
Troops he led thither. Yefterday the Duke of Ber- 
wick arriv’d in this City, and was receiv'd by Don 
Gafpar Giron, who by the Queen’s Order went out 
ro meet him, and conducted him to the Houfe of 
the Ambaffador of France.

Perpignan, March 1. The Sieur de Legal arriv'd 
‘he*e the 46ch of laft Month at Night, and is prepa- 
‘ring to.go from hence with the reft of the Troops 
‘that are @ming hither, to take upon him the Com- 
mand of the Army in Catalonia. ’Tis advis’d from 
Toroella de Mongri, near the Mouth of the Ter, 
where is the Head Quarter, that the Duke de * " 
ailles having Advice the 23d, that a great Number 
of the Rebels had drawn together at Bagnoles, near 
the Lake Major, and at Befalu on the upper Part of 
the Flrvia, refolv’d to march and attack them: Ac- 
cordiagly the 24th ac Day-break, he march’d with 
‘about 4000 Men, and arriv’d there the 25th. Bur 
was inform’d-that the Rebcls having Intelligence of 
his march, had retir’d in the Moining with great 
Expedition ; and che Troops he fenc in purfair of 
them could nor overtakethem. The Tuwn of Bag- 
noles fubmitted, and thofe of Befalu and Aulor 
ficuate near the Head of the Fluvia, fent Deputies 
to «fare the Duke de Noailles of their Loyalty to 
his Ca:holick Majefty. The 26th he began his 
march back to Toroella, and pafs’d near Pont- 
Major on the Ter, ha'f a Leegue below Girone. 
He found there 5 or 6000 Rebels, with the grearef 
Part of che Garrifon of Girone, who had drawn to- 
gcher there, thinking he had a Defign to make 
him( If Maftcr of that Paffage: But he having no- 
thing of what was neceffary for making a Lodg- 
ment there, offer'd at no more than to diflodge them 
froma Village firuate on his fide of the Bridge. 
H- ceus’d them to be charg’d by his Grenadiers and 
fome Fufileers fupported by the Horfe, who atrack’d 
them with fo great Vigour, that they made them- 
{elves Mafters of the Village, and would have pur- 
fued the Enemy to the Gates of Girone :, Bur want- 
ing Provifions, he judg’d it beft to proceed on his 
foarch. Tie Encmy follow’d him to no purpofe 
to the Pliin of Madinija, Skirmifhing with the 
Rearguard, where the Duke himfelf kept all the 
while. An Amnefty has beeen publifh’d in all the 
Places poffefs'd by th: King’s Troops; which has 
had fo good an Effect, tharall the Country between 
Girone and the Sea quite ro Palamos, and San Fe- 
lice de Quixols, are return’d to their Obedience to 
their Jawful Soveraign.

Country, Laft Night the Sieur de Lapara arriy’d 
here, and to Morrow will go to embark at Collioure, 
to joyn the Army. | 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated March go, 

Parn, March 26. They write from the Camp at 
Alcanniz the 12th Inftant, that the King of Spair 
was arriv’d 3t Cafpe, and thatthe Army was to 
rendezvous the 16th at Candafnos, and pals the 
Segra the 17th over Boat-bridges. That the faid 
Army confifted of 20 Battallions and 16 Squadrons 
befides Militia and Miguclets. The Enemy in nvm- 
ber 5 or 6000 had poited themfelves on the other 
fide of the faid River, and f{eem’d refolv’d to de. 
fend the Paffage. The 24th in the Evening the 
Chevalier Momin arriv’d ac Court, who lef the 
Camp at Caipe the 16ch, and reports that the King 
of Spain’s Army would certainly attempt to pals 
the Segra the 18th.
